THE MINT DIRECTOR'S PRONOUNCMENTS: 


PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE 


Dear Members: 


When I first became involved with NCNA, I was concerned about several things.... 
the absence of relations between the NCNA and its members and member clubs....the 
absence of relations between the NCNA and other organizations in the numismatic 
community....the absence of relations between the NCNA and the dealers who 
Support our show....and the general isolation of the NCNA from the changes 

that are evolving in the hobby and, in turn, the making of a successful coin 
convention. 


We are seeing some new faces at NCNA board meetings. This has enabled your 
Board to work towards the enactment of several programs which I personally favor 
to promote outreach instead of the secularism which has in the past "turned-off£" 
certain members from participation. 


Beginning with the 1990 NCNA Convention, your Board enacted a program for 
profit-sharing with the member clubs. Clubs which qualify on all points (as 
reported elsewhere in this issue) will receive a share of the show's profits. 
Hopefully, this will get the regional clubs involved in the promotion of the 
show, and give us the manpower we have needed to accomplish a major numismatic 
convention, as the NCNA show should be. In turn, this will give us a forum to 
promote numismatics in our community and to promote our Northern California 
area as a 'numismatic happening place" with our colleagues across the nation. 


Again, beginning with the 1990 show, your board enacted a $25 bourse table 
rebate to dealers in return for their cooperation in certain matters. Modeled 
from the successful ANA Convention bourse rebate, the $25 may be kept by the 
dealer or returned for donation to the numismatic cause of his choice (as is 
more typically done). We intend to make the most of the positive publicity that 
this program will give our convention in the numismatic media. Hopefully, this 
will increase both dealer and collector awareness of our show. And, it will be 
a vehicle for the primary purpose of our organization....promotion of the hobby. 


Another outreach program I favor is the holding of NCNA Board meetings at and 

in conjunction with club shows, upon invitation. The purpose is to bring the 
parent organization closer to the members, encouraging participation in and 
witness to our actions. So as not to interfere with business and to minimize 
disruption, the board would meet before or after show hours. The Board did 
accept such invitation from the Vallejo Coin Club which resulted in excellent 
attendance. Unfortunately, a similar invitation from the Stockton Club was 
tabled due to vehement opposition based upon travel time and alleged absence 

of prior club involvement in NCNA. I feel this viewpoint is regretable; for one, 
the purpose of NCNA outreach is to generate club involvement....we cannot demand 
it first. Second, as far as travel time, the insights are (1) that's part of 

the obligation an NCNA officer accepts; (2) wouldn't an active numismatist 

want to attend a coin show anyway? Hopefully, after the elections, the new @ 
Board will receive and accept invitations from Stockton and other member clubs 

to meet in conjunction with their shows.

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THE MINTMASTER'S QUILL: An Editor's Prerogative 


My Friends, 


Recently, I have corresponded with someone who stated very strongly that he 
was leaving the coin hobby, and I also know of a close friend and fellow coin hobby- 
ist who is abandoning numismatics after four decades. Through the years, I have known 
of others who after years or in some cases having built some grand collections no 
longer are involved in coins or with coin clubs. 


Some have valid reasons. Jobs or careers take their toll. Personal tragedy as 
death or theft strike at the soul. Others go into other advocations, and for some, 
it was never a serious interest. 


My thought is with all the emphasis--all the push and all the encouragement 
from the American Numismatic Association (ANA), coin hobby publications, and coin 
clubs--to attrach new coin hobbyists and new coin club members maybe we have lost 
something equally important: the retention of those now in the hobby. 


I read in the Fremont Coin Club's Double Eagle of their Club's reward of a 
1/10 ounce gold Eagle for the member who brings in the most new members. The Vallejo 
Numismatic Society did the same some ten or more years ago by offering a Half Eagle, 
the $5.00 gold coin. My patio has boxes of promotional material to join the ANA, to 
belong to this or that coin club, or to educate the novice and general public on our 
hobby of coins. 


May I ask where is the equal enticement--the slick brochures and the reward 
if you would please--to rejoin regularly the ANA, to remain a member of a coin club, 
and to enhance one's hobby enjoyment and growth? 


In short, with all the direction and intenion to go fishing for new members, 
I believe the coin hobby has left many of our fellow coin hobbyists--true, maybe 
some only causally involved--on the shore with no bait nor pole. 


The question of why someone leaves the coin hobby or refuses to rejoin a coin 
club should be considered and examined with equal, if not more, direction and in- 
tention given to recruitment. Recruitment and retention should be equal and together. 


How many coin clubs have done membership drives? How many labels of new members 
does the ANA send out to its District Delegates or provide to local coin clubs? How 
much is printed and distributed free by the ANA and coin hobby publications to attract 
new coin hobbyists? 


The answers to my questions would be impressive and significant. Figures of 
membership growth always read good; however, I ask what is being done once someone 
joins, enrolls, and becomes part of our coin hobby to maintain his or her interest, 
to support his or her pursuits, and to enhance his or her collecting? 


I have my thoughts, and my doubts, as to why the coin hobby loses as much as 
it gains. The usual suspects are well-known and legion. But, my point in this 
editorial is to ignite both discusssion and debate plus action at a small yet 
significant point: a thought that with all the direction and intention, the

1990 Coin Show and Exposition 


After much effort and thought, the Coin Show Site Committee of NCNA 
President Robert Mish, First Vice-President Ron Miller, and Ken Barr 
has approved to retain the annual Coin Show and Exposition at the 
Cathedral Hill Hotel in 1990 with the dates of August 10, 11, and 12, 
1990 and August 9th being reserved for Bourse Dealer set-up. The Bourse 
is planned to be expanded to 115-plus tables. Other details pending. 


Profit-Sharing Program 


Is intended to redirect a fixed per-cent of the net profit, after all 
expenses, of the annual NCNA Coin Show and Exposition to NCNA Coin 
Club Members whose members actively contribute in certain specific 
methods to the success of the NCNA Coin Show and Exposition. 


The Program would authorize that seventy-five per-cent (75%) of the rs 
total net profits be divided into equal shares among the participating 
northern California local coin clubs. The remaining twenty-five per- 

cent (25%) would be NCNA's share and credited into its Treasury. 


The specifics of this recently adopted Program, now in effect and to 
be implemented with the 1990 Coin Show and Exposition, plus require- 
ments are quite detailed; however, for any northern California local 
Coin Club to receive a share in brief it would have: to provide work- 
ers at or for the annual Coin Show and Exposition, to send regularly 
voting Club Delegate(s) to the quarterly Board of Directors Meetings, 
to have its members exhibit at the annual Coin Show and Exposition, 
and to publicize and to promote in certain predetermined methods the 
annual Coin Show and Exposition, plus, needless to say, be a Coin 
Club Member of NCNA. These five points summarize in general the re- 
quirements and eligibility. 


All NCNA Coin Club Members, since this Program is now in effect, are 
encouraged to actively contribute. The potential share of the net pro- 
fits should not be disregarded as a small or insignificant sum.

We are all working toward the re-vitalization of the NCNA annual convention. @: 
Due to some of the shortcomings of the present Cathedral Hill facility, the 

Board gave the green light to move the location if the right situation appeared. 
For the time being, in the absence of a "perfect" new facility to grow with, 

the bourse committee elected to remain at the Cathedral Hill for one more year 

to see if the new programs and energies can bring success there. One option 

which the bourse committee tentatively adopted was to move the convention to 

the new San Jose Convention Center. This would lower costs, and give us the room 
to put on a convention with the amount of tables necessary to attract the prominent 
and active dealers across the country. Also, it would lower parking, taxi, and 
transportation costs for many. However, some of us would regret leaving the
